HALT BUSINESS 


Strike More in Nature of Hold- 
up Than Tie-up 
However 


12 LINES ARE CONCERNED 


Big Wholesale Surplus Alone Has 
Saved Edmonton Consumers 
from Food Shortage 


THE TEamsters and freight handlers’ 

The teamsters of Edmonton have 
béen on strike for a week. The freight 
handlers of the C.N.R, and G, T, P. 
have been on atrike for the same pe- 
riod, The result is to partially tle up 
the business of the olty as a receiving 
and distributing point for goods ani 
supplies, Twelve separate railway 
services enter Edmonton, coming in 
on nine separate tracks. Two trans- 
continental lines pass thr gh the city 
and the third transcontine ital has ex- 
cellent connections, The great north 
is reached by rail from Edmonton. 

The wholesale warehouses of Ji4- 
monton are second to none In Canada, 
and amply accommodate the trade re- 
quirements of the quarter million peo- 
ple of North Abberta,. 

Reduced Freight Business. 

But the strike of the teamsters of 
the city and of the freight handlers at 
the Edmonton freight sheds of the 
two transcontinental lines has reduced 
the freight business of the railways 
and of the city by at least 50 per cent, 
The teamsters haul goods from the 
shipper to the railway station and 
from the station to the warehouse. 
The freight handler loads goods from 
the freight sheds into the railway car, 
or unloads the car into the freight 
shed, It is obvious that if goods can- 
not be unloaded from car into shed or 
from shed into car, or cannot be haul- 
ed from freight shed to warehouse or 
from warehouse to station, the work 
of the railway in bringing them to the 
city is for nothing, and as well the 
work of the local producer who can’t 
ship his output to market, 

Why Consumer Escapes, 

The ordinary consumer does not 
notice the effect of this feature of the 
strike because the warehouses were 
well stocked before the strike, and the 
retail stores can generally replenish 
their stocks from the wholesale ware- 
houses by the use of their own rigs: 
or the wholesaler may have enough 
truckage still in commission to deliver 
in small quantity, But to the local 
producer who must ship in order to 
sell and who must sell in order to pay 
production costs it is ruin. In the end 
it is also ruin to the dealer if he runs 
out of supplies and cannot replenish, 

The situation is particularly hard 
on the farming community doing bus- 
iness direct with the city. Instance 
after instance. has come. to-the. notice 
of the Bulletin in which farmers have 
came to the city from long distances 
for this, that or the other article of. 
urgent farm necessity and been un- 
able to get it because of the hold up. 

Hold Up—Not A Tie Up. 

There is a hold up. It is an aggra- 
vation and a loss, But it is not com- 
plete, Therefore it does not tie up the 
city, Therefore it cannot achieve the 
purpose of the Soviet and compel an 
unconditional surrender of the city to 
their control, Theres are a number of 
teamsters who own their own teams. 
Few if any of these men are in the 
strike. The wholesale warehouses 
have trucks and deliveries of their 
own which they have been able to 
man, Many of the retail* houses are 
in the sarne position, The interests 
most affected are the cartage compa- 
nies, who have invested large capital 
in the cartage business and who have 
a large pay roll. These companies 
have been tied up, completely all 
week, and must go broke unless the 
strike is lifted soon. They handle pos- 
sibly 50 to 75 per cent. of the cartage 
of the city. 

C.P.R. Not On Strike, 

The freight handlers of the C.P.R, 
are not on strike. They belong tu a 
different international union than that 
to which the freight handlers of the 
C.N.R, and G.T.P. belong. Conse- 
quently so far as C.P.R. freight, zither 
incoming or outgoing, is concerned, it 
is solely a matter of teams rid team- 
sters, 

Car lots of freight crn be loaded 
ftom teams direct, cv unloaded by 
teams direct on the ©.N.R. and G.T.P., 
as the freight shod men are not re- 
quired in that eyeration, But Jess than 
ear jots must go through the freight 
shed, whici: means that they do not go 
at all. 

The warehouse man who has rail- 
Way trackage can have a car, empty 
dr loaded as the case may be, switch- 
ed to his warehouse to be loaded or 
unloaded direct, The rallway switch 
men are not on strike, but there is 
considerable delay In the switching 
service at times, 

It will be observed that while the 
large teaming outfit gets the worst of 
it at the hands of the strikers, the 
large warehouse man is not so hard 


hit as the dealer who has no railway | 
In that case the small man | 


trackage, 
gets the worst of it, 

The evident attempt !s to tle up the 
city’s wholesale and export trade, ana 
either cripple or break the men and 
companies concerned, A great deal of 
harm can be done. So far as the high 


» cost of living is concerned it {s obvious 


that whatever tends to hold back the 
incoming of supplies enables the deal- 
vr who holds a stock tn the city to 
raise his pricep to the consumer, 
Higher retail prices have been the 
atat ane most noticeable result of the 
strike,

| fielders and besides are in the worst 
|possible position to receive hard 
| throws. 


The first baseman should carry the 
ball and touch the base himself when- 
{ever possible, rather than risk a throw 
to the pitcher. Every thrown ball car- 
ries with it a certain amount of risk 
and the mistaken idea of giving the 
pitcher credit for a putout by making 
a useless throw has cost many games.

Boston, Cleveland following in 
the order given, They finished 
that way. .Chicago, New York 
and Pittsburg were first, second 
and third in the National on May 
30 and at the finish of the 1910 
season, In the following year 
the dope was a bit off in both 
leagues, New York, which won 
the pennant in the National, was 
the leader on the fatal last Of May, 
and Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Pittsburg were the other first di- 
vision teams, but at the close 
Philadelphia had dropped from 
second tw fourth.
